Panama Canal 


PANAMA (AP) — A 74« foot 
Japanese shin loaded with 51,8 0« 
tons of ore that g rounded mid­ 
way throug h the Panama Canal 
was moved out of Gaillard Cut 
today, clearing the 50-mile wat­ 
erway for traffic. 
The canal had been blocked 
since Sunday afternoon when 
the Shozan Maru 
scraped 
a 
rocky channel bank, g ashing a 
75-foot hole in her hull 
a n d 
settled in 47 feet of water. 
Panama Canal salvag e crews 
worked 
throug hout 
the 
nig ht 
pumping air into the Howled for­ 
ward ballast tanks to lift the 
ship off the bottom and tug s 
pulled her out to a wider section 
of the canal. 
The Gaillard Cut is 300 feet 
wide, the most narrow point of 
the canal. While the Shown 
Maru was g rounded, more than 
CO ships were held up in both 
ends of the canal. 
Even with the freeing of the 
vessel, movement of hacked up, 
traffic will be slow. One set of 
canal locks is being overhauled, 
closing one of the two navig a­ 
tion lanes. Ships are unable to 
move in both directions in some 
sections.

An announcement of n clamp- 
down on release of news was 
distributed to correspondents at 
the daily military briefing and 
provoked a series of protests 
and questions from newsmen. 
A U.S. spokesman said Brig . 
Gen. Wiaam Sidle, chief of in­ 
formation of the U.S. Military 
Command, would appear before 
the correspondents to answer 
questions on the new directive 
soon, probably Tuesday. 
The Command said the aim of 
the directive, sig ned by Sidle, is 
“to withhold information which 
will be of intellig ence value to 
.he enemy .” 
It covered information on at­ 
tacks on allied bases, the num­ 
ber of enemy rounds which hit 
bases, the number of U.S. ami 
other allied casualties ami other 
matters. 
The new’ policy is in line with 
the views of Westmoreland, U.S. 


commander in Vietnam who is 
known to feel that too much sc- | 
curity information of value to ;

released. 
The policy was outlined in a 
“ memorandum to the press” 
from Sidle which was headed 
“denial of intellig ence informa-;

quent attacks. 
“ For these reasons, we will, if 
the 
tactical situation dictates, 
withhold information which will 
be of intellig ence value to the 
enemy .”

Japanese shiD loaded with 51,806 
tons of ore that grounded mid­ 
way through the Panam a Canal 
was moved out of Galliard Cut 
today, clearing the 50-mile wat­ 
erway for traffic.

Broad Censorship 
Imposed on Press 
By U.S. Command 


SAIGON, (AP) — Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Westmoreland’s head­ 
quarters 
announced

broad new' policy to withhold in­ 
formation from the press on 
some 
military m atters which 
until now have l>een made pub­ 
lic. 
An announcement of a clam p­ 
down on release of news was 
distributed to correspondents at 
the daily military briefing and 
provoked a series of protests 
and questions from newsmen. 
A U.S. spokesman said Brig. 
Gen. Wiaalii Sidle, chief of in­ 
formation of the U.S. Military 
Command, would appear before 
the correspondents to answer 
questions on the new directive 
soon, probably Tuesday. 
The Command said tile aim of 
the directive, signed by Sidle, is 
“ to withhold information which 
will be of intelligence value to 
.he enem y.’’ 
It covered information on at­ 
tacks on allied bases, tile num­ 
ber of enemy rounds which hit 
bases, the number of U.S. and 
other allied casualties and other 
m atters. 
The new policy is in line with 
the views of Westmoreland, U.S. 


commander in Vietnam who is 
known to feel that too much se­ 
curity information of value to 
the Communist side was being 
released. 
The policy was outlined in a 
“ memorandum to tile press” 
from Sidle which was headed 
“denial of intelligence informa­ 
tion to the enem y”. It read: 
“ As you know, we have al­ 
ways reserved the prerogative

fort to the enemy. 
‘In the future, in m atters con­ 
cerning fixed installations (e.g.

NEW Y O RK (A H ) — By bud 
geting $10 or $20 » month, most 
people ca n achieve 
a goal of

yea rs, the N ational A ssociation 
of Investm ent Clubs a sserts in 
its m anual. 


Considering 
that 
the 
m a xi­ 
mum am ount under such a plan 
would total only $7,200 invested, 
the return is decidedly a ttra c ­ 
tive and helps account for the 
growing 
popularity 
of 
invest­ 
m ent clubs. 


Today there are about 45,000 
such clubs in the United Sta tes, 
with 600,000 m em bers and a s­ 
sets of m ore than $750 m illion. A 
survey shows they a re adding 
m ore than $10 m illion a month 
to their investm ents. 


Although most of these clubs 
began ra th er ca sua lly, 
as the 
result of conversations am ong 
congenial people a t a pa rty, for 
exa m p le, their operations in to­ 
tal have becom e a big and pow­ 
erful force in the stock m a rket. 


No wonder then that brokers 
who once considered them nui­ 
sa nces, now court the clubs for 
la rge ami regula r com m issions. 
It has been found, for exa m p le, 
tha t m em bers a re also big in- 


vestors outside of their club a c­ 
tivities. 
Clubs 
also 
provide 
brokers 
w i t h 
n e w 
custom ers 
A 
study shows tha t when clubs a re 
founded only two of the mem- 
l*»rs have individual investm ent 
a ccounts. But five y ea rs la ter, 
alm ost all m em bers have their 
own accounts. 
A fter studying these sta tistics, 
many com pany presidents have 
becom e as interested as the bro­ 
kers, 
especia lly 
as 
they view 
with a la rm the growing control 
of their sha res by m utual and 
pension funds. The clubs help 
them gain broader sha re d istri­ 
bution. 
Docum enting 
their 
growing 
a ccep ta n ce, Tom O’H a ra , ch a ir­ 
man of NAIC, reports tha t 76 
corporations exhibited a t the a s­ 
socia tion’s annual convention a t 
Chicago la st fall. By contra st, 
the m eeting four y ea rs ea rlier, 
held 
in 
New 
Y ork 
within 
a 
stone’s throw of scores of corpo­ 
ra te offices, a ttra cted only sev­ 
en firm s. 
• 
M em bership in the associa tion 
is now rising a t the ra te of 100 
to 125 clubs a month, a fter sub­ 
tra ctions for clubs tha t disband 
or withdraw. 


Most clubs, says O’H a ra , be 
gin with an inve stm e nt of $ 2 0 0 
or $ 3 0 0 by 1 2 to 1 5 pe ople Afte r 
tha t, $20 a month is the a ve ra ge 
addition to the investm ent pool 
by each m em ber. A ssets often 
double in five yea rs. 
Most clubs a re m ade up of 
m en, but m ixed groups and a ll­ 
fem a le clubs a re com m on. T V 
women usually show* up in su r­ 
veys to have a b etter record 
than the m en, even though the 
women seldom have as la rge a 
va riety of skills. 
It is the monthly intera ction 
of these skills— accounting, law , 
production, 
fina nce— th a t helps 
a club do b etter than an individ­ 
ual investor m ight do. 
The associa tion, through pub­ 
lica tions, surveys, stock se le c ­ 
tion 
guides, 
m anuals, 
film a, 
sem ina rs, cla sses anl ta x and 
legal inform ation, back up the 
individual clubs. "W e ta k e a ll 
the advice the pros will give 
u s.” says O’H ara. 
The a ssocia tion ’s m anual, in 
fa ct, is as com plete a guide to 
the stock m a rket as a lm ost any 
publication,

Taking on a Tough Job 
Try and Stop Me

NEW YORK IAP) - By bud 
geting $10 or $20 a month, most 
people eau achieve a goal of 
$20,000 in stocks within 20 to 30 
years, the National Association 
of Investment Clubs asserts in 
its manual. 
Considering that 
the 
maxi­ 
mum amount under such a plan 
would total only $7,200 invested, 
tile return is decidedly attrac­ 
tive and helps account for the 
growing popularity of invest­ 
ment clubs. 
Today there are about 45,000 
such clubs in tile United States, 
with 600,000 members and as­ 
sets of more than $750 million. A 
survey shows they are adding 
more than $10 million a month 
to their investments. 
Although most of these clubs 
began rather casually, as the 
result of conversations among 
congenial people at a party, for 
example, their operations in to­ 
tal have become a big and pow- 
erful force in the stock market. 
No wonder then that brokers 
who ouee considered them nui­ 
sances, now court the clubs for 
large ami regular commissions. 
It has been found, for example, 
that members are also big in­ 


vestors outside of their club ac­ 
tivities. 
Clubs 
also 
provide brokers 
w i t h 
n e w 
customers 
A 
study shows that when clubs are 
founded only two of the mem­ 
bers have individual investment 
accounts. But five years later, 
almost all members have their 
own accounts. 
After studying these statistics, 
many company presidents have 
become as interested as the bro­ 
kers, especially as they view 
with alarm the growing control 
of their shares by mutual and 
pension funds. The clubs help 
them gain broader share distri­ 
bution. 
Documenting 
their 
growing 
acceptance, Tom O’Hara, chair­ 
man of NAIC, reports that 76 
corporations exhibited at the as­ 
sociation’s annual convention at 
Chicago last fall. By contrast, 
the meeting foul’ years earlier, 
held in New 
York within a 
stone’s throw of scores of corpo­ 
rate offices, attracted only sev­ 
en firms. 
• 
Membership in the association 
is now rising at the rate of IOO 
to 125 clubs a month, after sub­ 
tractions for clubs that disband 
or withdraw. 


Most clubs, says O’Hara, be­ 
gin with an investment of $200 
or $300 by 12 to 15 people. After 
that, $20 a month is the average 
addition to the investment pool 
by each member. Assets often 
double in five years. 
Most clubs are made up of 
men, but mixed groups and all- 
female clubs are common. The 
women usually show’ up in sur­ 
veys to have a better record 
than die men, even though the 
women seldom have as large a 
variety of skills. 
It is the monthly interaction 
of these skills—accounting, law, 
production, finance—that helps 
a club do better than an individ­ 
ual investor might do. 
The association, through pub­ 
lications. surveys, stock selec­ 
tion 
guides, 
manuals, 
films, 
seminars, classes ani tax and 
legal information, back up tile 
individual clubs. “ We take all 
the advice the pros will give 
us,” says O’Hara. 
The association’s manual, in 
fact, is as complete a guide to 
the stock market as almost any 
publication, and recently was 
chosen as the textbook for a 
Denver area 
adult education 
course.

The Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States chose Wash­ 
ington's Birthday to unveil its 
program for involving business 
leaders in efforts to wipe out 
hard-core poverty, presumably 
on the theory' that if its plans 
for ‘’mobilizing total community 
resources” are successful they 
will constitute the Second Amer­ 
ican Revolution. 
When the talk is of “coordi­ 
nating” and “balancing” a thou­ 
sand different things, as it was 
in the Chamber's announcement 
of its “Forward America” pro­ 
ject, the 
imagination boggles. 
Too much is too much. So let’s 
begin at the local community 
level, just to see what the na­ 
tional Chamber of Commerce 
organization is really up to pro­ 
pagandizing. 
It so happens that in a num­ 
ber of cities — Hartforl in Conn- 
ecticut, Seattle in Washington, 
Tampa in Florida, and Buffalo, 
Schenectady, 
a n d 
Sarotaga 
Springs in New York State — 
local businessmen have not wait­ 
ed upon prods from the politi­ 
cians (who have no resources 
other than the money they can 
tax from the people) to get go 
ing with programs for attacking 
hard-core poverty. Take the non­ 
profit Buffalo Opportunities De­ 
velopment Corporation, with its 
JET (for Jobs, Education, and 
Training) subsidiary, for o n e 
example. The impetus for doing 


something in Buffalo happens to 
have involved the cooperation oi 
business, government, and local 
Negrp organizations, which is as 
it should be. The interesting as­ 
pect is its growth from naivete 
to sophistication. Originally, the 
Buffalo Chamber of Commerce 
had proposed doing something lo 
start a 
recreation center for 
poor people. But when it dug into 
popular attitudes, it discovered 
that nobody in the slum areas 
wanted things like gymnasiums. 
They wanted 
jobs. 
And they 
wanted follow-through from job 
training to job placement. This 
is what the Buffalo JET project 
is trying to provide. 
In Hartford, Connecticut, local 
businessmen, who had become 
depressed 
at 
looking 
at 
a 
frowsy, down-at-the-heels down­ 
town area, decided they must 
do something about it. But, in­ 
stead of acting on the naive as­ 
sumption that urban renewal 
was just a m atter of obtaining 
funds from Washington and rip­ 
ping out the center of the city, 
these businessmen began by ask­ 
ing some pretty sophisticated 
questions. When you tear down 
buildings w'hich include dwell­ 
ing houses, where do you put the 
displaced people? 
If the answer is “ public Hous­ 
ing,” then why is it that people 
aren’t earning enough to buy 
shelter in the open m arket? The 
answer could be “deficient ed­ 
ucation.”

Sometimes 
multiple 
parasites 
are found in the same patient. 
This condition often involves 
whole families because the par­ 
asite is so readily passed from 
one person to the other. 
For­ 
tunately, the 
disease 
is 
now 
curable 
with 
intensive 
drug 
treatment. 
A great 
many of th ese' are 
now available. The ideal one is 
chosen usually by the combined 
judgment of tne doctor and an 
authority on tropical diseases. 
For the condition to be com­ 
pletely eradicated, drug 
treat­ 
ment must lie accompanied by 
scrupulous cleanliness. Meticu­ 
lous personal hygiene is 
im­ 
perative to prevent recurrences 
of this unpleasant but not

serious condition.
